Claims 2, and 6-7 have been 
cancelled. Claims 1, 3-5, 8-31 are pending in the application. Claims 11, 13-16 and 23-31 are 
withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention and species.

2. Objection to claims 8, 10, 16-22 imder 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form has 
been withdrawn due to amendment. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 3-5, 8-10, 12 and 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites in lines 3-4 that precursors for an inorganic and an organic components 
are activated in one or more plasma sources, and then in lines 6-8 recites contradictory limitation 
that precursors for an inorganic and an organic components are activated in two or more plasma 
sources. For examining purposes the language of claim 1 was interpreted as language of original 
claims 1, 2, 6-7, namely, precursors for an inorganic and an organic components being activated 
in one or more plasma sources such that two or more plasma sources are optional. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
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such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1, 3-5, 8-10, 12, and 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Yamada et al (US 5024927). 

Yamada et al is applied here for the same reasons as set forth in paragraph 5 of the Office 
Action mailed on 12/31/2008. 

As to claims 3-5. 8-9. 18-22 . limitations of these claims are not addressed as further 
limiting optional two or more plasma sources.
